Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  and  under  the 
conditions  therein  set  out,  incorporate  as  a  village 
municipality  any  area  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  which  is  not  included  within  the  limits 
of  any  municipality: 

And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  addressed  to 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  by  persons 
resident  within  the  area  described  as  follows: 
Commencing  at  the  north-west  corner  of  District 
Lot  183,  Osoyoos  Division  of  Yale  District;  thence 
easterly  along  the  northerly  boundary  of  said  Dis¬ 
trict  Lot  183  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Lot  308; 
thence  northerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of 
said  District  Lot  308  to  the  north-west  corner  of 
Lot  1  of  said  District  Lot  308,  as  shown  on  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  5023;  thence  easterly  along  the  north¬

And  whereas  the  petition  was  sufficiently  signed 
and  verified  to  satisfy  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  that  a  majority  of  the  adult  resident  non¬ 
property  owners  and  a  majority  of  the  adult  resi¬ 
dent  owners  of  property  within  the  area  desire  the 
incorporation  of  the  village  municipality: 

And  whereas  the  Honourable  Frank  Mackenzie 
Ross,  C.M.G.,  M.C.,  Lieutenant-Governor  of 

British  Columbia,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Executive  Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  and  authorities  conferred  on  him  in  that 
behalf  enabling,  hath  ordered  that  the  inhabitants 
of  the  area  hereinbefore  described  shall  be  incorpo¬ 
rated  as  a  village  municipality  under  the  said  Act, 
and  hath  further  made  provision  to  the  tenor  and 
effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
order  and  proclaim  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
area  hereinbefore  described  shall,  on,  from,  and 
after  the  date  hereof,  be  incorporated  as  a  village 
municipality  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act  ”  and  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  or 
referred  to. 

1.  The  said  municipality  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Corporation 
of  the  Village  of  Lumby  ”  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  “  the  village  municipality  ”). 
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2.  The  village  municipality  shall  comprise  all 
that  area  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

3.  The  provisions  contained  in  the  “  Village 
Municipalities  Act  ”  shall,  except  as  altered  by  the 
terms  of  these  Letters  Patent,  apply  to  the  village 
municipality. 

4.  From  the  taxes  collected  under  the  “  Taxation 
Act”  for  the  year  1955  upon  the  real  property 
within  the  village  municipality  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  ($2,900)  shall  be 
paid  from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  to  the 
Treasurer  of  The  Corporation  of  the  Village  of 
Lumby  and  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the  village 
municipality.  The  payment  shall  be  made  not  later 
than  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  1956.  All 
taxes  levied  over  and  above  the  said  sum  of  two 
thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  ($2,900)  for  the 
said  year  1955  under  the  “Taxation  Act”  and  the 
“  Public  Schools  Act  ”  in  respect  of  the  area  com¬ 
prised  in  the  village  municipality  shall  be  collected 
in  the  manner  provided  in  those  Acts  respectively. 

5.  Any  assessment  notice  given  under  the  “Taxa¬ 
tion  Act  ”  in  respect  of  real  property  for  the  year 
1956  within  the  area  of  land  hereinbefore  described 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  assessment  notice  for 
the  village  municipality. 

6.  The  first  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  vil¬ 
lage  municipality  shall  be  John  Dyck,  William  John 
Shields,  and  Cecil  Bertram  Wills,  and  they  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
take  office.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  herein  appointed  shall  be  held  in  the 
Incorporation  Committee  Rooms  commencing  at 
two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  on  Tuesday,  the  third 
day  of  January,  1956.  The  first  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  so  appointed  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  under  the  provisions  of 
any  Statute  applicable  to  a  village  municipality. 
Two  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

7.  The  first  elected  Board  of  Commissioners 
shall  consist  of  five  members  to  be  elected  from 
the  village  municipality  at  large.  Three  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

8.  Violet  Alice  Floward,  of  Lumby,  B.C.,  shall 
be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  election  of  the 
first  elected  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  village 
municipality;  and  the  Returning  Officer  may  ap¬ 
point  a  Deputy  Returning  Officer,  poll  clerks, 
constables,  and  such  other  officers  as  she  shall  deem 
necessary  for  taking  the  poll  and  for  maintaining 
order  at  the  polling-station  during  the  election.  If 
Violet  Alice  Floward  is  incapacitated  from  fulfilling 
her  duties  under  these  Letters  Patent,  the  appointed 
Board  of  Commissioners  may  appoint  a  person  to 
act  in  her  place. 

9.  Those  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election 
shall  be  such  persons  qualified  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  6,  as  amended,  of  the  Schedule 
to  the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act,”  provided  that 
persons  or  corporations  shall  be  the  owners  of  land 
or  land  and  improvements  within  the  area'of  land 
hereinbefore  described,  according  to  the  records  of 
the  Land  Registry  Office  as  at  the  thirtieth  day  of 
November,  1955,  and  further  provided,  any  person 
who  is  a  member  of  a  partnership  carrying  on  busi¬ 
ness  and  being  the  holder  of  a  subsisting  trades 
licence  from  the  Province  in  the  area  of  land 
hereinbefore  described,  and  further  provided  that 
the  declaration  for  spouses  shall  be  completed  and 
returned  to  the  Returning  Officer  before  five  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  Thursday,  the  twelfth  day  of 
January,  1956. 

10.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  cause  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  a  list  of  voters  in  which  shall  be  in  alpha¬ 
betical  order  the  names,  addresses,  and  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  aforesaid. 

11.  The  Returning  Officer,  on  or  before  the  six¬ 
teenth  day  of  January,  1956,  shall  post  a  list  of 
voters  or  a  copy  thereof  near  or  upon  the  entrance 
doors  of  the  Post-office  and  at  such  other  places  as 
she  shall  deem  necessary. 

12.  The  appointed  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
sit  as  a  Court  of  Revision  for  the  said  list  of 
voters  on  Thursday,  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1956,  at  a  place  to  be  named  by  the  Returning 
Officer,  and  the  list  as  certified  by  the  Court  of 


Revision  shall  be  the  list  of  voters  of  the  village 
municipality  for  all  purposes  until  another  list  is 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of’  the 
Schedule  to  the  “  Village  Municipalities  Act.” 

13.  The  revised  and  certified  list  of  voters  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  to  any  person  between  the 
hours  of  nine  o’clock  a.m.  and  five  o’clock  p.m., 
Monday  to  Friday,  inclusive,  at  the  office  of  the 
village  municipality. 

14.  The  qualifications  for  Commissioner  at  the 
first  election  shall  be  as  provided  for  commissioners 
in  the  Schedule  to  the  “Village  Municipalities 

Act.”  ,  „ 

15.  The  nominations  for  the  first  elected  Board 
of  Commissioners  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of 
the  village  municipality  on  I  hursday,  the  ninth 
day  of  February,  1956,  between  the  hours  of  ten 
o’clock  a.m.  and  twelve  o’clock  noon.

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
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once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
